HOPE FOR AS AMICABLE 6STTLEMINT. 
LONDON, Jan. 28.—In the House of Com- 


mons this afternoon Sir J. Ferguson, Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs, stated 
that the Government was already in con- 
ference with the United States through 
their representative, Minister Phelps, on 
the American fisheries question. The 
rights ol the colonists would be strictly 
maintained, he said, but this would be 
done with every desire to conciliate the 
Americans aud meet their views on the 
subject.

Bobert L. Perry, 20 Tears a Resi- 


dent of Decatur, Pays the 


Debt of Nature. 


Robert L. Ferry passed away last even-

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Robert L. Perry was born on May 7th, 


1826, 
in the town of Lee, Oneida county, 


New York, and was therefore in the sixty- 
first year of his age. He was the eldest 
of seven children, and when fifteen years 
old learned the trade of cabinet maker. 
When only twenty-two years old he was 
made foreman of u large shop at Rome, 
New York. Afterwards he entered the 
pattern shops of the Syracuse and Utica 
railroad, now a part of the New York 
Central, and a few months later was 
transferred to the company's shop at 
Oneida. He was next put in charge of a 
gang of trackman and for years was the 
roadmaster of the New York Central 
company, a position which he also held 
with the Delaware, Lackawana and West- 
ern road. He was eighteen years with 
these two companies and under his skill- 
ful direction much of the track of these 
great roads was laid. He left the New 
York Central company in 1867, removing 
to Decatnr to take charge of the division 
of Ihe Wabash between Danville and St. 
Louis, including the Edwardsville branch 
making in all 191 miles. Under his care 
the load was put in a condition equal to 
the best in the country. After coming to 
Decatur and holding the position of divi- 
sion road master for a number of years, 
he was made general roadmaster of the 
Wabash system, a position he held with 
credit to himself until he retired about 
two years ago. The deceased was thrice 
married; his first marriage was to Cath- 
erine R. Tanner, of Amsterdam, N. Y., in 
March, 1848; she died at Syracuse, 185*. 
His second wife was Julia F. Bush, of 
Scranton, Pa., who died in this city in 
1870. On June 24th, 1873, he was mar- 
ried tx> Henrietta Dunham, of Decatur, 
who now survives him. He wus the 
'iitlier of ten children, seven of whom are 
now living, us follows: Mrs. Worth Brad- 
ley, Mrs. James Park, Mrs. Harry Snarr, 
\iwl Pern' and Annie Perry, of Decutur, 
md MfH.'j. IX Shaffer, wife of the Wa- 
.>ash ticket agent at Springfield.

tics Mr. Perry was a Democrat,but voted 
'or Abraham Lincoln in 1HW.

CHICAGO, Jan. 85.—This city has now *

Ono day lost nutuiun I stood with a visitor to 
the city Upon ono of the iruuiy-bridges span- 
ning tbe Chicago river, whose course lies, 
with Its two diverging branches, dlrectlj 
through the contra of tho town. My friend 
was struck with the slight elevation of the 
•treet surfaces above tho water level. 


"Why," said b«, "'tis but sbt or seven feet 


from tho «treet down to the water. Is that 
true of the general level of the place?" 


"It is," I replied. 
"And, moreover, this 


lovol of tho ground b largely artificial. Fifty 
years ago tho land upon which Chicago has 
since risen was no moro than three or four 
feet above tho water. It was in some places 
a swamp; lu others, a low, flat, wet prairie. 
After thousands of buildings were put up 
tlio citizens saw that they were too low down 
In tho mud, and that something would have 
to bo done. So they went to work and raiset 
their building* UVB or six foot, and in some 
coses ten f nut, all around. Great brick blocks 
and hotels wore thus raised, no portion of the 
business usually carried on within them being 
suspended on account of thu raising and no 
injury being done tho structures. Under one 
great building there were placed no lees than 
BOO jttckscrows, anJ for each jockscrew there 
was a man 
Whenever tbo foreman tired a 


pistol each of thu 000 men gave a twist on his 
screw, and In this way tho whole mass, weigh- 
ing many thousands of tons, wan lifted 
us 
easily and 
uniformly as a 
steam 


crane hoists a 
building stone. 
Before 


many of tho buildings wore raised, tbe streets 
In front of them were filled up to the new 
Unu'e, causing the IIrat stories to bo little bet- 
tor than bnsomentH; anil it was tho peculiar 
appearance of theso buildings tlmt led one of 
those wise Englishmen, who used to spend a 
fow days looking nt this country for the pur- 
pose of writing a book about it, to send word 
back to England that a man would be foolish 
to Invest any of his inonoy in Chicago real 


• bitselfish, as wellMgieat. At any rate, 
•ometbtog muit b« done. Even now enor- 
mou, engines must be kept constantly at work 
pumping water from Chicago river Into the 
»nal to aid the sluggish current in carrying 
sewage away from the river. Chicago is 
?ery careful of her water supply." 


"But »he ii not really fond of water, la 


ihel" 
"Pond of water! Indeed she is. Why, sir, 


no city more so. The impression seems to be 
general that Chicago only uses water to bathe 
in and to put out fires with, but that is a mis- 
take. 
Chicago uses a greater quantity of 


water In proportion to her population than 
any other city in th» world. How much! A 
very big lot. No lees than 100,000,000 gallons 
a day, or 35,000,000,000 gallons in a year. 
You cannot appreciate the significance of 
such overgrown figures I Then let me express 
their meaning iu another way. 
Chicago's 


water consumption is equal to 140 gallons, or 
nearly five bnrrola for each man, woman and 
child in the city daily. Tbe water used by 
Chicago in a year would make a lake a mile 
wide, twenty feet deep and no less than eight 
miles long; or it would fill a canal ten feet 
deep and twenty feet wide, extending from 
Boston to San Francisco. What do you think 
of thatr 


My friend smiled ut my earnestness and my 


odd way of putting it, and said be should like 
to visit the works where such wonderful quan- 
tities of water wero pumped. In that desire 
he was indeed but following in tbe footsteps 
of most visitors to Chicago. They all want 
to see tho water works, and, bav ing seen 
them, feel self-assured that it was good for 
them to be there.

BERLIN, Jan. Vi— All Europe is excited 


over the debate In the reichstng between Bis- 
marck on ono side and Dr. VVindthorst and 
Dr. Richter, leaders of tho Clerical party and 
the Progressists, on the other, on the army 
bill, and I suppose tbat the excitement has 
In some degree extended to the United States. 
Let mo make this an occasion for giving your 
readers some few facta concerning the two 
remarkable men who have opposed Bismarck 
— men who, though widely differing on many 
BUbjeets and in many debates, were united on 
this occasion. 


Ludwig Windtborst, leader of the Clericals, 


is an intellectual giant but a physical dwarf. 
He has u line head of flowing, white hair and 
wears gold-rimmed spectacles. He is culled 
by his admirers "the pearl of Mep|*n," a 
place famous for nothing but that it has pro- 
duced him. He was born Nov. 12, 1812, 
and, notwithstanding his advanced age, is 
still vigorous. He studied law in Goettingen, 
geidolberg, and practiced until he was 
appointed 
presiding 
councillor 
of 
the 


consistory 
at Osnabruck. 
Hanover was 


then an independent 
kingdom, with a 


hatred of Prussia. Wmdthorst was a member 
of the Hanoverian house of delegates from 
1849 to 1800. In 1851 he was tbe president, 
and after Sndowa made a national reputa- 
tion in bis defense of poor King George 
against King William, wresting from the 
latter's hands the G-uolph fund, which was 
finally granted the blind king.

Windthorst was elected to tho Prussian 
house 
of 
deputies, 
and 
then 
to 
tho 


reichstug. 
When 
he speaks 
his sen- 


tences are clear 
cut and smooth; his 


ideas flow 
logically. 
His achievements 


on the floor of tbo reicbstag won for him in 
1871 the title of the "little excellency." He 
has shown himself to be more than Bis- 
marck's equal In parliamentarian tactics on 
more than ono occasion. 
The speaker never 


has to call Windlhorst to order, for he always 
sticks to the matter under discussion and 
never makes misstatements. 
He is never 


abusive nor coarse, but he often exposes hie 
opponent to derision by tho use of clever in- 
nuendo. His greatest .stroke was his success- 
ful urging of tho abolition of the law exiling 
refractory clergymen. 


Eugene Richter Is a very different man. 


Wliidthorst is tho pink of politeness, Uichlor 
i« the reverse. Windtuorst defends the ideas 
of the past, Rlohtcr fights in tho vanguard of 
progress. Witidtuorst is a pigmy iu size, 
Richter la a giant. Windthorst is an aristo- 
crat, Richtor is a plebeian. Socially they do 
not 
consort. 
They 
hate 
each 
other 


bitterly, but 
their 
intunm. dislike for 


Bismarck 
often 
brings 
them 
together. 


Richter was born July 20, ISyS, in Dusseldarf. 
He studied jurisprudence 
and national 


economy in Bonn, Heidelberg and Berlin. In 
180-1, ho was enrolled in tho government ser- 
vices, but his socialistic ideas got him into 
trouble. Afterward, he was eicsjtfd mayor 
of Nouwild, but the government would not 
sanction tho election. A year later, he was 
ordered transferred to Bomberg, but was in- 
dignant at the propose.1 change, and threw 
up his position and moved to Berlin. Since 
then Im has devoted himself to political 
and journalistic work. Tho present efficient 
organization of the 1'rogrossist party is al- 
most entirely due to his skill and zeal as an 
organizer. He has become the mouthpiece of 
the people, and often is naturally arrayed 
against the Clerical party. He has a wonder- 
ful memory and has fought successively the 
proposed governmental alcohol monopoly, 
the increased corn duty, state control of tho 
railroads and other projects tending to cen- 
tralization. At first ho sided with the gov- 
ernment to bring about tbe May laws against 
Catholicism, but seeing Bismarck so (irmly 
wrapped up in this measure, he opposed it 
tooth" and nail.
